there is no movement 
after watch 
ing a half hour or 
so 
the hunter 
seeks another hole and repeats the 
test with a stick. 
It is not an uncommon thing for 
this snake hunter to bag a hundred 
pounds of snakes in one day. These, 
if they be 
good 
specimens, 
bring 
25 cents per pound, alive. While this 
Is the only snake 
hunter 
in this 
city, a number .of men now in the 
Kingsville country, 
near 
the gulf, 
are engaged in the business and fol­ 
low it all the year round. Recently 
eight 
hundred 
pounds 
of 
rattle­ 
snakes were shipped into 
this city 
by express from 
one 
snake hunter 
in the Kingsville country, the man 
having made an 
unusual 
catch in 
one week. 
From the dealer here, rattlesnakes 
are shipped to all parts of the coun­ 
try for exhibition purposes, and in 
a 
few 
instances 
shipments 
have 
been made 
to 
other 
parts of the 
world. The Texas rattler 
Is deadly 
venomous and 
has 
to 
be handled 
with care. So far as known but one 
brakeman on [rattlesnake hunter 
has 
ever 
died 
from the effects of a bite while hunt­ 
ing snakes. 
It is not an uncommon 
thing in 
some of the wilder parts of the coun­ 
try to capture a snake having twelve 
cr more rattles, 
showing that the 
ieptite Is thirteen 
or 
more years 
old, since 
the 
first rattle appears 
when the snake Is one % year old.
